DISCRIMINATIONS 
AGAINST 
U S -AN 
AMERICAN POLICY NEEDED. 


The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela­ 
tions, in subm itting the im portant report 
of inquiry relative to the discrim inations 
practiced by foreign countries against ex­ 
ports from the United States, appended ex­ 
hibits and statistical statem ents, together 
w ith letters and reports from our M inisters 
and Consuls, and outlines and schedules of 
the tariffs of the chief nations of the earth. 
These m ake up a volum e of quite six hun­ 
dred pages, a copy of which is just at 
hand. 
The com m ittee found that none Of 
the tariffs of the countries of Europe or 
America contain specific discrim inations 
against merchandise imported from the 
U nited States. 
Ilut the discrim inations 
found in the tariff systems of some coun­ 
tries, particularly 
France and Austria- 
H ungary, against merchandise from non- 
trcatv 
countries, 
necessarily result 
in 
placing im portations 
from 
the 
United 
States at serious disadvantage. 
Hy reason, 
for instance, of the great difference between 
the duties laid upon American goods by 
the general tari If, and the rates on like 
goods from treaty countries under the con­ 
ventional tariffs, much of our m erchandise 
cannot reach the French m arkets, except 
through those countries having commercial 
treaties with France, such a.s Great liritain, 
Italy, etc. 
Thus, our 
alcohol sent to 
France, m ust pay thirty francs per hectoli­ 
ter, but upon the sam e article from Eng­ 
land is imposed but fifteen francs. 
Cotton 
tissues of the United States sent direct to 
France bear about three times the duty 
w ith which 
they are punished when 
sent 
from 
Great 
liritain, 
and so of 
o th e r 
artiele.s. 
Goods 
coming 
from 
countries 
that 
treat 
A ustrian 
or 
H ungarian vessels or goods with adverse 
discrim ination, arc subject by Austria and 
H ungary to an additional im post of B0 per 
Cent. 
If the goods are of the free list, then 
a special a<l \alorem duty is levied upon 
them . The principle applied enables coun­ 
tries with unsatisfactory commercial rela­ 
tions with other nations to discrim inate 
against the latter for not placing the dis­ 
crim inating nation upon an equal footing 
w ith the most favored nations. 
In other 
words, it is an indirect method of forcing 
concessions granted only by speeial treaties 
of a reciprocating nature. 
The United 
S tate- have not regarded.such treaties as dis­ 
crim inations against those with whom like 
arrangem ents have not been made. As the 
com m ittee puls il : " The right to purchase 
by just reciprocity from 
other nations 
privileges equivalent to those wo give has 
been asserted, and thus far successfully 
m aintained, w ithout adm itting to the same 
privileges all those nations w ith whom we 
have treaties containing the most favored 
nation clause." 
Ilut we cannot claim to 
.share in privileges established by reci­ 
procal commercial arrangem ents between 
other nations which have been acquired 
only bv 
purchase or reciprocal 
com­ 
pensations. 
The comm ittee therefore con­ 
clude that our only remedy is by diplo­ 
m atic negotiation, and 
it is therefore 
sim ply a 
question 
of 
expediency or 
comm ercial policy. 
W e cannot justify 
discrim inations 
against 
countries with 
w hich we have not conventional tariff ar­ 
rangem ents, say the committee, and in this 
view there m ust Ito concurrence. 
The 
conclusion is reached, therefore, that no 
Congressional legislation can he had that 
will bo beneficial to u s. 
Hut French and 
G erm an discrim inations against onr salted 
meats arc of a different class and do noj, 
fall w ithin the rules stated. 
In that case 
it is s]H<cial and absolute prohibition, not 
an hiqiost.and the discrim ination is against 
A m erican products. 
T he excuse given 
is bascjl 
on 
sanitary grounds, as is 
England's discrim ination against Am eri­ 
can 
cattle. 
If 
the excuse is cause­ 
less. then 
we 
have 
ground 
for com­ 
plaint. say the committee, and we may re­ 
taliate in like. 
On ibis conclusion the com ­ 
m ittee based the Senate hill, already intro­ 
duced, to meet such cases, and which we 
have noticed in these columns. 
As to tlit» 
alleged Brazilian discrim ination against us 
in the m atter of coffee, on which we pay 
eleven per cent, export duty, while we 
place coftec on the free list, the committee 
believes the Act is not purj»oscly discrim ina­ 
tive, but only to answ er tbe needs of Brazil 
for revenue. T he com m it.ee hold that a 
general exjiort duty, though injurious to 
ih e countries furnishing the m arket for the 


product, cannot be regarded as discrim ina­ 
tive, to justify retaliation. 
But an export 
duty on a product to a particular country, 
and levied against that country alone, 
would justify retaliatory measures. The 
committee 
hold 
that 
we 
ought not 
to place im portant im ports upon our 
free 
list 
w ithout 
considering 
the 
conditions under which such products 
leave the country of production and the 
commercial relations we have w ith it, to 
the end that we may suggest and possibly 
obtain reciprocal advantages. Thus, we 
surrendered the power to purchase valu­ 
able privileges for American commerce 
with Brazil, w ithout any conditions, while 
that country has kept up its high export 
duty and increased its duties on imports 
ten per cent, ad valorem. The statem ents 
of the committee and the subject have deep 
im portance as indicating the necessity for 
an American policy of a higher standard, 
and that will command for us greater re­ 
spect abroad. 
Diplomacy and legislation 
should establish this policy and m ake it so 
clear and unm istakable that we shall not 
hereafter be hum iliated, as the report of 
the committee shows we have been in the 
past. Certain it is, that we do not now en­ 
joy the advantages of “ the m ost favored 
nation'1 in the very countries where they 
should he ours. 


THE 
QUESTION 
OF 
BOLTING 
AND 
OF HONOR. 


A great deal more of im portance is at­ 
tached to the “defection" a t Harper's Weekly 
than is w arranted. 
Tho “ scare 11 is fos­ 
tered by the Democracy, and used for all it 
is worth, and m uch more. Hurler's Weekly 
has not bolted the Republican nomination, 
since it is not a party paper. It has always 
been an independent journal. B ut it was 
anticipated that the nom ination of Mr. 
Blaine would awaken opposition among 
some of the tender-footed gentry who were 
so set upon the choosing of another candi­ 
date that they cannot how to tho will of the 
majority. The paper in question I kls a per­ 
fect right to support whom it pleases, and is 
not bound to or under obligations to the 
party. 
Nor is the party in debt to it. The 
“ defection ” so-called will not do the party 
greater injury tbgn good. 
No one, or two, 
or three newspapers or illustrated weeklies 
dictate the policy of the Republican party, 
and when the result of the election in No­ 
vember is announced, we apprehend that 
the verdict will emphasize this statem ent. 
If Harper's Weekly shall support S. J. Til­ 
den or any other Democratic candidate for 
the Presidency, it will Hy in the face of its 
own history, and its announced principles 
during twenty-five years last past. A mo­ 
m ent's reflection will convince the thought­ 
ful that that journal in support of the 
Democracy will do incalculable good to the 
cause of the Republican party. If it stands 
neutral and speaks for neither side,'its in- 
tlu.mee will be of the negative kind and not 
potent. 
Mr. Curtis, its editor, was a dele­ 
gate to the National Convention, and in 
honor bound by its decision: if he shall 
now lend him self personally to obstruct the 
candidacy of Mr. Blaine, he will w rite him ­ 
self down as devoid of that high sense of 
honor to which he paid such a glowing trib­ 
ute in the Convention. In opposing th e reso­ 
lution of Mr. Hawkins, of Tennessee, to hind 
the delegates to support the nominee, Mr. 
Curtis denounced it as “ a stigma, an insult 
upon every m an who stands here." Further 
on he asked the Convention to " remember 
the very vital principle of the Republican 
party, and assume th at every m an here is 
an honest and an honorable m an," etc. 
It 
will be fair, and only fair, to w ait for Mr. 
Curtis to speak again, and if he rises up 
against the nominee, to ask an explanation 
of the words quoted. 
Apropos to this sub- 
jivt. in the speech referred to Mr. Curtis de­ 
clared that a sim ilar resolution to th at of 
Mr. H awkins’, introduced in the Conven­ 
tion of M.sO. was withdrawn by its proposer. 
Mr. Curtis so worded his rem arks as to 
perm it the inference that it was opposed by, 
and withdrawn at the request o f Garfield, 
and In response to the sentim ent of the 
Convention, and that no such resolution 
was adopted in is,SO. 
But the truth is that 
in the Convention of ¡sso the resolution 
was voted on, and both Garfield and A rthur 
being delegates, voted for it. More than 
that, it received seven hundred and ten 
votes for and hut three votes were cast 
against it. 
Thereupon Mr. Conkling of 
New York introduced a second and sup­ 
plemental resolution declaring that the 
three delegates who voted nay had forfeited 
their votes in the Convention. 
It was in 
response to that motion that Mr. Campbell 
of West Virginia declared that he carried 
his own sovereignty under his own hat. 
Each of the three dissenters declared that 
they intended to support the ticket, hut ob­ 
jected to being pledged in advance. There­ 
upon delegate Garfield, in view of the fact 
of their declaration, requested delegate 
Conkling to withdraw his resolution, and 
it was done. In that debate Mr. H ale of 
Maine declared that the Maine men would 
.support whosoever was nominated, and if 
their candidate was nom inated they ex- 
pectcd New York men and all the delegates 
to honorably stand hy the choice of tho 
Convention. The record does not sustain 
the position of Mr. Curtis, 


I n response to a supposed defense of the 
dynamiters, the St. Louis (¡lohe-Oettiorrat 
asks : “ Does any sane m an suppose that 
if the explosions in London had killed 
fifty prom inent Englishmen and destroyed 
a dozen of the finest public buildings. Irish 
independence would he nearer hy an hour 
than it w.us before? 
Does any sane man 
sup|mso that, if to-morrow Victoria and 
Gladstone should be slain by Irish bomb or 
bullet, and Buckingham l’alacc and W est­ 
m inster Abbey blown to atom s hy Irish 
mines.

Those questions answer them selves; and 
they do more, they expose the hollowness 
and folly of the dynam ite policy which 
employs infamous means to no intelligent 
end. There is not an Irishm an alive with 
a grain of sense, who docs not know that 
Edward Fitzgerald, Wolfe Tone. Daniel 
O'Connell. Smith O'Brien. John Mitchell, 
Thom as Francis Meagher, and such men, 
if here to-day. would blast the dynam iters 
root and branch with tlieliglitnings of their 
eloquent indignation. 
Every explosion of 
dynam ite in London is a fresh security to 
England of her hold upon Ireland.

DOMESTIC. 


T he C aliforn ia D eleg a tio n in M aine. 
P o r t l a n d , June 11th.—An im m ense audience 
assem bled to-night at the City Hall to welcome 
th e California delegation. 
Charles F. Libby 
presided. Judge Scnnell aifd Judge Bush, of 
California, m ade speeches, w hich were received 
«with m uch applause. John R. Rand, of Nevada, 
followed. Every allusion to Blaine was received 
w ith 
enthusiastic 
dem onstrations. 
Captain 
Jam es A. Palm er, of Nevada, announced him ­ 
self as a cowboy of Nevada, w hich statem ent 
was received w ith a storm of plaudits. 
He as­ 
serted th a t they would nothave dared to go back 
if they had flinched from th eir duty to Blaine, 
“ for they hang folks in Nevada for that sort of 
thing.” 
He paid an earnest tribute to Logan, 
and closed by alluding to a w ealthy citizen of 
Nevada who wished to go to Chicago to x*ote for 
A rthur, saying he would pay all their expenses; 
but they tola him to stay at home. Senator 
David McClure, of California, predicted that 
the xyhole R epublican party would soon fall 
into line, w ith a strong determ ination not to 
turn this Governm ent over to the Democratic 
party. 
After another selection by the band, A. 
A. Strout. of Portland, predicted 2>,000 m ajority 
in Maine, ami that all New England w ould go 
•for Blaine. Lout] i**lIs were m ade for General 
Selden c«mnor. im«r he responded eloquently. 
The m eeting elos**d w ith tnree cheers for the 
ticket and three cheers for the Californians. 
T h e N ew Y o rk In d e p e n d e n ts . 
New Y ork, June 11th.—From interview s w ith 
Joseph \V. H arper, of H arper Bros., am i George 
Haven Putnam , of P utnam 's Sons, publishers, 
the Tribune learns th at the Independents are 
laying out a program m e w hich will either lead 
them into the Democratic cam p or into the 
adoption of a separate ticket. 
It says the latter 
m ovem ent is directed from the editorial depart­ 
m ent of Ifarjtcr'# Weekly, R. R. Bowker having 
charge of the call that 
has 
been 
circu­ 
lated for signatures, under directions, pre­ 
sum ably, 
of George 
W illiam Curtis. 
The 
house of Harpers is evidently desirous not to be 
connected by nam e w ith the movem ent. There 
w ill be a m eeting on Tuesday next of such Inde­ 
pendents as can be induced to unite in this plan. 
Putnam s a id : “ Some few of us believe that 
there should be a com m unity of action to m ake 
a strong protest against the action of the Repub­ 
lican Convention in the nom ination of Blaine, 
to form ulate certain suggestions to tlie Demo­ 
cratic Convention with reference to certain re­ 
forms. which we consider more essential than 
th e existence of any party, to nom inate candi­ 
dates who stand com m itted to these reforms, 
such as Cleveland and Carlisle, which would be 
an ideal ticket. The reform s are civil service 
reform, revenue reform—at least to the rem oval 
of the burdens of w ar taxation—and an honest 
system of currency. 
A ller consultation, we 
shall probably wait u n til the Dem ocratic Con­ 
vention has done its work. should they nom i­ 
nate Tilden or Payne, they will have throw n 
aw ay th eir opportunity. 
If th e Mh of July 
brings us as little comfort as did the 6th of June, 
we will come together to deckle upon further 
steps to be taken.” 
A S illy C h a rg e . 
Washington. June 11th.—One of the latest 
charges m ade by the political dudes in the Chi­ 
cago Convention who are displeased w ith the 
nom ination of Blaine i> that m oney was used to 
buy delegates to vote for M aine’s candidate. To 
those fam iliar with the inside histoiy of the 
cam paign m ade by Blaine’s friends in Chicago, 
this charge is sim ply imbecile. 
During the 
hottest days of the fight, when fricuds o f all 
the candidates were scouring th e woods for 
votes, there was never a specific charge m ade 
that m oney had been used by the m anagers of 
any of the candidates. 
U n ite d S ta te s S e n a te . 
W ashington, June 11th.—The C hair laid be­ 
fore the Senate the consular and diplom atic bill, 
and a vote was taken on the am endm ents 
agreed to in Com m ittee of the Whole, reserving, 
however, for a separate vote the $250,000 item. 
All the other am endm ents were agreed t«>, sub­ 
stantially 
reporte» 1 by the Senate Committee 
on A ppropriations. 
Vest and Jonas desired a separate vote ou the 
?25o.ooo item. 
W hen the c h a ir was about t«» put the question 
on this item . Vest said : 
** It is <iue to the coun­

Van Wyck then announced that he had voted 
in th e affirm ative, an«l now m oved to reconsider 
the vote.
